G.S.R. 739(E).—In exercise of the powers confer¬ 
red by sub-section (I) of section 25 of the Customs 
Act, 1962 (52 of 1962), the Central Government, 
being satislied that it is necessary in the public in¬ 
terest so to do, hereby makes the following further 
amendment in the notilicaion of the Government of

I43|2A, 14411, 145, 146(1, 147(1, and 164(1 (part) 
of Kadapperi village of Saidapet Taluk, Chengai- 
Anna District of Tamil Nadu lying at a distance of 
24 kilometres from the port of Madras and 6 Kilo¬ 
metres from Madras National Air Port and 8 Kilo¬ 
metres from the Madras International Air Port, en¬ 
closed by masonry brick wall upto a height varying 
from 3.35 metres to 3.85 metres depending upon the 
site condition with ‘Y* angle barbed wire fencing ex¬
